The Nebraska School for the Deaf 

seems to be in excellent hands. 
Superintendent Gillespie and his 
estimable wife, who tills the position 
of matron most admirably, are 

wonderfully well adapted to the 

su peri n tendency of such an institution, 
and they have around them a corps of 
aide and painstaking teachers, but 
there arc certain features of the school 
that need improvement. These are in 
the line of better facilities. While the 
building is as ileal and clean as a pin 
and the kitchen and dining 
departments all that could be desired. 
there is a humiliating and almost 
shameful lack of sleeping room for 
the pupils. There are 1 t.'t pupils in 
chool and they are obliged to 
sleep in wards containing as high as 
ten double beds all in one apartment, 
crowded in until tin roely room 

to walk between. It is Oven worse 
than this. The superintendent has 
found it necessary to put three or 
four beds in ihe hall. These are the 

accommodations for girls. Think of
